Charles Sumner'* entire inimical life was as 
nearly mise! Ii*li a t It ii (Miscible lur un unin­ 
spired life to be, 
Tile thought of promotion 
or emolument for himself as a reward for Ids 
services may sometimes have entered his 
mind, but it certainly never cropped out in 
his actions or speeches. 
Among Ids dying 
saliences was this 
character istle one to 
Jti Ige Hoar, “ Take care of my Civil Rights 
bill." Nothing more than a reference is nec- 
ossiry to Mr. summer's well-known |«>sition 
on lilt* slavery question in other days. 
What 
high moral ground he took; how unflinching­ 
ly lie faced the troubles aud dangers incident 
to il; how iiersistently tie clung to it and in 
what ringing tones, like another i-aiali, lie 
prophesied of iudgment to come if Ute nation 
faltered in doing justice to tho colored race— 
these facts are not only a vital part of our 
history as u people, but the ability and splen­ 
dor of bis ud.lresses in illustration and proof 
of his doctrines are also lBi|ierlshable gems 
in our literature. 
His memorable speech in 
favor of Hie re;H*al of the Fugitive Have law 
delivered in the Senate iu 1852 was a model 
on account of the profound legal research it 
exhibited, Hit) wonderful purpose that inspired 
it and the settled moral 
conviction which 
made it the most disastrous blow the |>eculiar 
institution had yet received iii what hud, up 
to that lime, been the bouse of its friends.

lowed Mr. Sumner’* name 
to

auy of the Senate committee*. 
To say that 
he did not keenly feel this intentional an dia­ 
bolical insult would b o lo accuse him of a 


stolidity quito foreign to his nature, but pride 
in himself and contempt for so mean a tfar* 
tarp jointly rallied lo Ids help and he made no 
public allusion to it. 
Passing time hurried 
along events and Anally introduced the highly- 
wrought situat ion of 1856. 
The Pierce admin­ 
istration, a stipple tool of the pro-slavery fac­ 
tion, was using all tho authority and machin­ 
ery of Hie government to force the patriarchal 
system into Hie territory of Kansas. 
This 
challenge to bis cause and to himself could 
not pass without public attention from the 
shaggy, watchful lieu of freedom. 
He pre­ 
pared and delivered his great speech, entitled 
“The Crime Against Kansas." The startling 
effect of this outgiving in Washington was 
more than duplicated throughout the North 
aud West when thousands of printed copies of 
it were scattered among the people thick as 
the leaves of Vallambrosa. 
Men read the 
demonstrated facts and the bold, skiifall anal­ 
ysis of Hie temper and motives of the repre­ 
sentatives of the Slave Power with something 
of the feeling which nils tho heart of a host 
when the trumpet calls to battle. 
For some 
reason Mr. Sumner’s remarks on this occasion 
gave peculiar umbrage to the South Carolina 
delegation, and Mr. Preston Brooks, a mem­ 
ber of the House from that state, undertook 
to exact “*atisfjcHoii" utter tho manner n a­ 
tive to organized brutality the world over 
Finding the Senator it; his seat writing letters- 
after the adjournment of the Senate, two days 
subsequent to his speech, he assaulted him 
with a heavy cane, 
Mr. Keitt, from the same 
“ plucky little state," standing near to assist 
Mr. Brooks in case of resistance or Yankee 
interference. 
The Senator fell to the floor un­ 
der Hic blows, while the carpet becamestained 
with his blood—a testimony to the value of 
free speech and the cost of courage which the 
country remembered in the exciting days 
which drew swiftly on. 
We think it within 
bounds to say that tens of thousands joined 
Hie newly-created Republican party as a re­ 
sult 
of this 
outrage who would 
never 
have dreamed 
of doing so 
under other 
circumstances. 
By reason of the principle of 
retribution, which follows with unerring cer­ 
tainty and merciless logic, all evil-doing, every 
blow taken by the body of the Massachusetts 
Senator fell with tenfold force upon tho system 
they were delivered to vindicate aud revenge. 
Four years after, Freedom and its antagonist 
grappled for a final settlement of the question 
of which should live; the end wo know. 
In 
all tho legislation supplementary to emancipa­ 
tion, Mr. .Sumner was naturally and warmly 
interested, mid probably tho adoption of the 
Fifteenth Amendment is more largely due to 
his exertions than to those of any other single 
man. 
The Civil Rights bill was, or is, a child 
of Ills love as it is of his maturity, and he died 
with solicitude for it upon Iii* lips. 
Tile shad­ 
ows from Hie fast-fulling and final night gath­ 
ered thick before Ids eyes, Ids hands were 
clammy and cold with the spray of the fordless 
river, Ids nerves were shuttered and unstrung 
by a tension too great and too long sustained, 
the thrilling pain of his acuto disease yielded 
but little to the skillful ministries of medicine; 
eternity, so dreaded by small natures who 
hare spent a life-time in trying to “save their 
souls,” opened vast before tho dying states­ 
man, too; yet iii the midst of a situation so 
dramatic and so awful he thought only of his 
iiiconipleted work. 
Thus passed away a great 
aud good m an—a man to whose high aud 
noble soul the terms of no hastily written 
comment nor eulogy can do justice. 
He lived 
to hear Mr. Boutwcll read iii the Senate the 
resolutions by which hi* State Legislature 
rescinded its ill-considered censure, and to see 
the half-ripened fruit of ids life’* tillage—the 
beginning of the end. 
Peace to tho ashes of 
this large-hearted, courageous, loving man. 
“ Tell Emerson I loved him;" “ I want rest,” 
and the eloquent voice broke and was still. 
His shall be rest indeed; and no deep-cut in­ 
scription will preserve hi* epitaph half as long 
a his kindly memory shall live in the hearts 
of men.

Kingston, Friday Morning, March 13. 


Since the defeat and retirement of Glad­ 
stone, the Liberal party is gone a-begging for 
a leader. There are several masters of factions, 
but no one is left capable of commanding 
obedience from ihe whole party. The opposi­ 
tion iu Parliament wiH sutler from the lack of 
unity and Mr. Disraeli will enjoy a prosperous 
administration unless the exigency develop 
unsuspected power in some of the ordinary 
men of that body. 
The temperance movement seems to be 
gaining ground. In Ohio the same enthusi­ 
asm prevails, while in the East here the true 
spirit of the thing is slowly indicating its 
presence. Whether the plan of Dr. Lewis is 
followed or not, it is getting to be clear that 
rum is to sustain a heavy attack all around 
the board. The calm which proverbially fol­ 
lows a storm is no less natural than 
the storm which is equally certain to 
follow a calm. Whatever may be the criticism 
upon its methods, the woman’s crusade is, at 
least so far, justified by its results. 
James C. King, whose trial for shootiug 
O’Neil is just over, was once tried in the 
Sandwich Islands for conferring a similar at­ 
tention upon liis father-in-law. The aflair re­ 
sulted in King being lined $300 and impris­ 
oned one day. While we don’t advocate the 
policy of pistoling fathers-in-law as a rule, yet 
this one of Ki*ig’s was a very bad specimen 
of his kind, presuming upon his privileges to 
an unendurable degree, and showing in all 
ways a violent, domineering disposition.. 
Whatever may be the verdict in New York just 
now, tin; ghost of old Stotl may lie properly 
left to vindicate itself.

Something novel in sculpture comes from 
the Southwest. An exchange says: “The 
wife of an Arkansas farmer has made herself 
famous by her prolicicncy in modelling iu 
butter. The bust of a sleeping girl, made of 
this material, was recently on exhibition in 
Cincinnati, and has been much praised for its 
artistic execution.” We like the idea, and in 
case models iu miniature can bo executed 
with proportionate neatness and cheapness, 
butter for table use will be desirable in some 
such beautiful form. A profitable trade opens 
before that Arkansas butter culturist if she 
can only see it. 
For daily admiration and 
consumption, to be sure, we should not ex­ 
pect nor desire too much salt in our statuary; 
but for preservation the case of Lot’s wife 
might aflord a helpful suggestion. 
One fad clearly brought out in the Jayne 
moiety investigation is this: that the small 
retail dealer in any saleable goods—the cor­ 
ner groceryman—is better protected by law 
than the large merchant, wholesaler and im­ 
porter. .The seizure laws oppress only the 
wealthiest and most useful business men. 
The books, letters and papers of the latter 
are made subject to seizure oil demand for a 
purpose whose details it is not necessary for 
the informer to explain; on the contrary the 
small shop or store cannot lie invaded by -any 
one 0:1 that sort of errand. To sand the su­ 
gar is morally as bad as to uudor-estimate an 
imported inyoice, and is an oflense much of- 
tcucr committed; yet the small swindler can 
be punished alone by due process ot estab­ 
lished law, while the merchant who pays hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars annually of in­ 
come lax can lie disgraced 011 •suspicion or 
wilhout it, at the will of the Treasury spies. 
Is this all right and straight ? 
Modesty is a rare and sweet-scented virtue 
in a politician. Reluctance to hear himself 
alluded to in terms of praise, combined with 
a disposition to depreciate liis “services to 
the party and the cause,” when visible to Hi 
average oflice-seeker always argue extreme 
inexperience or the deepest hypocrisy. As for 
ourselves, we are never called upon to view 
these qualities ¡11 such men without incliuin 
to the more charitable judgment. A speci­ 
men brick of the prophetic inillenial building 
lies in our very hands as we write this. Col. 
R. S. Bevier of Kentucky announces himself 
as a candidate for Congress “with diflldeuce.’ 
Some might argue that the Colonel's diffidence 
arises from a well-grounded doubt of his de­ 
serving so high a compliment from his fellovv- 
citizens—yet we cannot think it. The Colo­ 
nel feels what is so rarely felt, a sense of the 
responsibility lie asks to be entrusted with. 
We expect to record his election or our sor­ 
row that there is 110 true goodness in the 
Blue Grass region. 
Elder Evans, of the Shakers, who has lony 
deplored the decline of Shakerisui, Í3 glad­ 
dened in heart by the present general revival 
in religious matters, lie holds that some 
drops of the mighty shower must fall into the 
dry bucket of his sullering sect. We would 
join him in his hope if vvc knew human na­ 
ture less. As it is, we fear the Elder is tak­ 
ing liclilioii3 comfort to liis soul. Love be 
tween the sexes is mightier than even pious 
enthusiasm, and no form uf religion will pros­ 
per while repudiating the fact and the priuci 
pic. Creain andj quiet are well in their way, 
but kisses and weddings are more to the de­ 
prave 1 and unchangeable taste of the natural 
man. The temperance reform and Christian 
conversion both acknowledge love, kisses, 
homo and children; nor could they budge 
men an inch if they didn't. Good Elder, it’s 
110 use; your dancing is monotonous, . your 
music is dolorous and your ways too secluded 
and dark for the generation that how is.

M r. Suuincr's I.:tst A nxiety. 
Charles Sumner’s entire political life wa- 
nearly uuselllsli as it is possible for an unin­ 
spired life to be. The thought of promotion 
or emolument for himself as a reward for liis 
services may sometimes have entered 
mind, bat it certainly never cropped out 
• his actions or speeches. 
Among his dyin 
sentences was this characteristic one t 
Judge Hoar, “Take care of my Civil Right 
bill. ’ Nothing more than a reference is nec­ 
essary to Mr. Sumner’s well-known position 
on the slavery question in other days. 
Wh 
high moral ground he took; how unflinchin 
)y he faced the troubles and dangers incide 
to it; how persistently he cluag to it and 
what ringing tones, like another Isaiah, he 
prophesied of judgment to come if the nation 
faltered in doing justice to the colored race_ 
these facts are not only a vital part of our 
history as a people, but the ability and splen­ 
dor of liis addresses in illustration ami proof 
of his doctrines are also imperishable gems 
in our literature. Ills memorable speech iu 
favor of the repeal of the Fugitive Slave law 
delivered in the Senate iu 1S52 was a model 
on account of the profound legal research it 
exhibited, the wonderful purpose that inspired 
it and the settled moral conviction which 
made it the most disastrous blow the peculiar 
institution had yet received in what had, up 
to that time, been the house of its friends. 
From that hour the Senator from Massachu­ 
setts and every phase iu which slavery had 
legal or Constitutional recognition were 
avowed enemies. Oilier legislators might 
hold themselves opeiUo take what position 
I lie varying circumstances of the time sug­ 
gested, but as for Charles Sumner, his work 
was distinctly marked out before him. Those 
high-toned and chivalrous gentlemen whom 
he spoke of as “the lords of the lash” threw 
the weight of their individual inlluence against 
him thereafter in both houses of Congress. 
Wielding a coutroling power in the Senate in 
those days, more from the cowardice of North­ 
ern members than from their own numbers 
or courage, the propaganda never al­ 
lowed Mr. Sumner’s name to figure on 
any of the Senate committees. To say that 
he did not keenly feel this intentional an dia­ 
bolical insult would boto accuse him of a 


stolidity quito foreign to hla nature, but prldo 
in himself and contempt for so mean a War­ 
fare jointly rallied to his help and he made no 
public allusion to it. Passing time hurried 
along events and finally introduced the highly- 
wrought situation of 1856. The Pierce admin­ 
istration, a supple tool of the pro-slavery fac­ 
tion, was U3ing all the authority and machin­ 
ery of the government to force the patriarchal 
system into the territory of Kansas. This 
challenge to bis cause and to himself could 
not pass without public attention from the 
shaggy, watchful liou of freedom. He pre­ 
pared and delivered his great speech, entitled 
The Crime Again3t Kansas.” The startling 
efiect of this outgiving in Washington was 
more than duplicated throughout the Nortli 
and West when tbousauds of printed copies of 
it were scattered among the people thick as 
the leaves of Vallambrosa. Men read the 
demonstrated facts and the bold, skilfull anal­ 
ysis of the temper and motives of the repre­ 
sentatives of the Slave Power with something 
of the feeling which fills the heart of a host 
when the trumpet calls to battle. For some 
reason Mr. Sumner’s remarks 011 this occasion 
gave peculiar umbrage to the South Carolina 
delegation, and Mr. Pre3ton Brjoks, a mem­ 
ber of the House from that state, undertook 
to exact “satisfaction” after the manner na­ 
tive to organized brutality the world over. 
Finding the Senator in his seat writing letters- 
after the adjournment of the Senate, two days 
subsequent to his speech, he assaulted him 
with a heavy cane, Mr. Keitt, from the same 
“plucky little state,” standing near to assist 
Mr. Brooks in case of resistance or Yankee 
interference. The Senator fell to the floor un­ 
der the blows, while the carpet becamestained 
with his blood—a testimony to the value of 
free speech and the cost of courage which the 
country remembered in the exciting days 
which drew swiftly on. We think it within 
bounds to say that tens of thousands joined 
the newly-created Republican party as a re­ 
sult of this outrage who would uever 
have dreamed of doing so under other 
circumstances. By reason of the principle of 
retribution, which follows with unerring cer­ 
tainty and merciless logic, all evil-doing, every 
blow taken by the body of the Massachusetts 
Senator fell with tenfold force upon the system 
they were delivered to vindicate and revenge. 
Four years after, Freedom and its antagonist 
grappled for a final settlement of the question 
of which should live; the end we know. In 
all the legislation supplementary to emancipa­ 
tion, Mr. Sumner was naturally and warmly 
interested, and probably the adoption of the 
Fifteenth Amendment is more largely due to 
his exertions than to those of any other single 
man. The Civil Rights bill was, or is, a child 
of liis love as it is of his maturity, and he died 
with solicitude for it upon his lips. The shad­ 
ows from the fast-falling and final night gath­ 
ered thick before liis eyes, his hands were 
clammy and cold with the spray of the fordless 
river, liis nerves were shattered and unstrung 
by a tension too great and too long sustained, 
the thrilling pain of his acute disease yielded 
but little to the skillful ministries of medicine; 
eternity, so dreaded by small natures who 
have spent a life-time in trying to “save their 
souls,” opened vast before the dying states­ 
man, too; yet in the midst of a situation so 
dramatic and so awful he thought only of his 
incompleted work. Thus passed away a great 
and good man—a man to whose high and 
noble soul the terms of 110 hastily written 
comment nor eulogy can do justice. He lived 
to hear Mr. Boutwell read in the Senate the 
resolutions by which liis State Legislature 
rescinded its ill-considered censure, and to sec 
the half-ripened fruit of liis life’s tillage—the 
beginning of the end. Peace to the ashes of 
Hi is large-hearted, courageous, loving man. 
“ Tell Emerson I loved him;" “ I want rest," 
and the eloquent voice broke and was still. 
His shall be rest indeed; and no deep-cut in­ 
scription will preserve bis epitaph half as long 
as liis kindly memory shall live in the hearts 
of men. 
M ISC E L L A N E O U S IT E M S . 
—A disgraceful fact coine3 out after Sum­ 
ner's death. It appears ho was aunoyed by 
insulting letters from anonymous writters who 
were displeased with liis speeches on the 
Centennial. 
—The Steinc-r Repeating Fire Extinguisher 
Company have been cheating the newspapers 
out of souie advertising, by offering a bill in 
the Legislature to compel owners of all public 
buildings, including the Trustees of two-story 
school-liouses, to place their extinguisticrs in 
such buildings. 
Assemblyman Worth of 
Brooklyn is the innocent country gentleman 
who was induced to father a bill which no­ 
body could expect to pass. 
—The Ohio State Journal makes the follow­ 
ing suggestion: “We have no doubt that the 
shortest way to resumption would be through 
the issue of four hundred million more green 
backs. That would make greenbacks worth 
about four dollars a cord, and the Grangers 
would mix them with their corn and burn 
them for fuel—then we should have specie 
payments asa fait accompli, without any plan 
of resumption. 
—A singular tale of malice comes from 
Philadelphia. Une of Ihe hotels there turned 
away a guest for bad behavior, and he swore 
ho would have liis revenge. Shortly after, the 
New York papers all stated that Winetta Mon­ 
tague, the actress, (svho had had public atten 
lion drawn to her by scandal about Hamilton, 
the Jersey City defaulter,) had the small-pox, 
and had contracted it at the hotel in questiou 
from occupying a room in which a man had 
died of the disease. Moreover, a circular, de­ 
tailing the story, was sent to prominent hotels 
all over the country.

It is better to forget those 
differences and remember the strong impulse 
for good which first drew him from private life 
to oppose that great national wrong, slavery, 
and which in spite of his many weaknesses 
remained liis guiding principle even to the 
end.” 
RECEPTION OF TIIE ROYAL BRIDE AND GROOM. 
London, March 12.—The Duke and Duchess 
of Edinburgli made their entry into the me­ 
tropolis to-day. The programme was strictly 
carried out, although snow fell from the be­ 
ginning to the cud of the ceremonies. The 
procession moved shortly after noon from 
Paddington station through Oxford and 
Regent streets to Buckingham Palace. Not­ 
withstanding the unprosperous weather their 
royal highnesses rode in open carriages and 
the streets along the route were crowded with 
spectators. The houses on both sides were 
liberally decorated and the roadway lined with 
soldiers and marines from the station to the 
palace. 
The enthusiasm as the Duke and liis bride 
passed by was intense, cheer following cheer 
from 0110 end of the route to the other. On 
their arrival at Buckingham Palace, 111 front 
of which immense masses of spectators had 
accumulated, the royal party appeared un­ 
covered upon the balcony aud were greeted 
with every manifestation of loyalty and aflec- 
tion by the people, whose number at that 
point is estimated at fifty thousand. To-night 
the entire west end was brilliantly illuminated 
aud dense crowds block the streets. A torch­ 
light procession of medical students marched 
to Buckingham Palace and serenaded the 
royal pair. 
PARLIAMENT PROCEEDINGS. 
In the House of Commons to-day the ad­ 
ministration of the oath to members was 
completed, after which a motion to adjourn 
until the 19th iust. was adopted.

Funeral S e rv ice s at B u f f a l o . 
Buffalo, March 12.—Business i3 entirely 
suspended. All t^|e main thoroughfares along 
the line of the funwkl march were draped in 
morning. Flags were at half-mast on public 
and private buildings. At 9 o’clock this morn­ 
ing the family of the distinguished dead and a 
few intimate friends assembled at the late pri­ 
vate residence of deceased, where solemn re­ 
ligious exercises were conducted by Rev. V. 
R. Hotchkiss of the Baptist church and Rev. 
John C. Lord of the Presbyterian church. At 
the conclusion of the services eight non com­ 
missioned officers of Compaoy D, Buffalo City 
Guards, detailed for bearers, entered and bore 
the remains to the hearse, and under escort 
of the full company conveyed the same to St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, where they lie in state. The 
casket was of rosewood, covered with white 
silk, with eight silver handles, and silver 
trimming.

On reaching the cathedral the 
casket was deposited in the vestibule of the 
church on a dais covered with a pall of black 
velvet trimmed with vases of exotic flowers 
at the head and foot. There it laid in state 
with Company D as a guard of honor,and not­ 
withstanding the cold, raw day from leu 
o'clock until the hour for closing the caskel 
thousands of citizens and strangers thronged 
the appropriately decorated vestibule to take 
a last farewell look at the distinguished dead. 
Alihough much emaciated Fillmore’s face 
bore the same quiet, courtly appearance so 
characteristic of him when in life. 
THE SERVICES AT THE CATHEDRAL.

TIIE DEATH OF MILLARD FILLMORE. 
Mr. PRINCE stated that lie was requested 
by the gentleman from Erie, Mr. Alberger, 
who is absent in Buflalo attending tiie funeral 
of the illustrious dead, to present the following 
as the report of tho committee appointed to 
prepare resolutions in reference to the death 
of the late ex-President Fillmore:

course for nearly half a century has been 
marked by unyielding integrity, faithful dis­ 
charge of duty and great ability. 
Resolved, That the resolutions be signed 
by the Speaker and Clerk of this As­ 
sembly, officially, and transmitted fo the fam­ 
ily of the deceased as a token of our sympa­ 
thy for their and tho Nation’s bereavement. 
Resolved, That this IIou30 do now adjourn 
for the day. 
Speeches upon the death of Mr. Fillmore 
were then made by Messrs. Alvord, Lincoln, 
Weed and the written remarks of Mr. Al­ 
berger were read, after which the resolutions 
were unanimously adopted by a rising 
vote, and the House adjourned until to-mor­ 
row at 11 o’clock.

[Every law, uuless a different time shall be pre­ 
scribed therein, shall commence ami take eifeot 
throughout the State, on and not before the twen­ 
tieth dav after the day of its linal passage, as eer- 
tiiled by the Secretary of State. Sec. 12, title 4, 
ch ip. 7, part 1, Revised Statutes.] 
CHAP. 37. 
AN ACT supplementary to an act entitled “An act 
to provide for the incorporation of Religious So­ 
cieties,” passed April lifth, eighteen hundred and 
thirteen, and the several acts amendatory there­ 
of. 
Passed February 27,1874. 
The People of the hílate of Xew York, rep,-cuenten 
hi Senate and Assembly, do enact as foliotes: 
Section' l. Any two religious corporations incor­ 
porated under the provisions of the third section of 
the act entitled “An act to provide for the incorpor­ 
ation of religious societies,” passed April fifth, 
eighteen hundred and thirteen,ami tho several ai ts 
amendatory thereof, or supplemental ttiercto, arc 
hereby authorized to unite and consolidate them­ 
selves into a single corporation in the manner fol­ 
lowing. 
5 2. The said two corporations may enter into an 
agreement under their respective corporate seals 
fur the union and consolidation of the said corpor­ 
ations, setting forth the terms ami conditions there­ 
of, the naane of the proposed new corporation, the 
names of the persons w ho shall be its church war­ 
dens and vestrymen, minister, elders and deacons 
or trustees, or other officers as the case may lie, 
until the lirst annual election of the proposed new 
corporation, and tixmg the day of its annual elec­ 
tion.5 3. Each of the said corporations may make its 
separate petition to the supreme court tor an order 
for such union and consolidation, setting forth in 
such petition the reasons for such union and con­ 
solidation, the agreement made pursuant to the 
second section of this act, all its property, real and 
personal,all its debts and liabilities,ami tiie amount 
and sources of its income. 
5 4. A meeting of each of said two corporations 
to consider and act upon the proposed union and 
consolidation, ami the agreement a d petition 
therefor, shall be called, by a notice given in the 
same manner and for tho same length of time as is 
provided for notices of election of trustees in the 
said third section of the act hereby amended; and 
in case the proposed union and consolidation, and 
the agreement ami petition therefor, shall receive 
the approval of three-fourths of the persons enti­ 
tled to vote at an election of trustees of each of 
the two corporations, assembled at such meeting, 
or at an adjourned meeting or a subsequent meet­ 
ing called in like manner.then, aud not otherwise, 
the proposed union and consolidation may bo pro­ 
ceeded with, aud the petition presented to tiie 
court. 
5 5. Upon such petitions from each of such cor­ 
porations so proposing to be united and consolida­ 
ted, and upon the said agreement, and t he proceed­ 
ings of the meetings prescribed iu the fourth sec­ 
tion, satisfactorily proved or certified, the supreme 
court may, in ease it shall deem it proper, make 
au order for the union aud consolidation of such 
corporations, determining all the terms, conditions 
ami provisions thereof. All parties interested there­ 
in may tie heard on such petition. 
5 G. When such order is made aud entered, ac­ 
cording to the practice of the court, the said two 
corporations shall be united and consolidated into 
one corporation l>y the name designated in the or­ 
der, ami it shall have all the rights and powers,and 
be subject to all the obligations, of religious cor­ 
porations under the act to which this is supplemen­ 
tary, and the acts amendatory thereof and supple­ 
mentary thereto. 
5 7. And thereupon all the estate, rights and 
property, of whatsoever nature, belonging to either 
of said two corporations shall, without further net 
or deed, be vested in and transferred to tiie new 
corporation as effectually as they were vested in or 
belonged ta the former corporations, and the said 
new Corporation shall be liable for all the debts aud 
liabilities of the former corporations in the same 
manner and as effectually as If said debts and lia­ 
bilities had been contracted or incurred by it.

Editok FAULMAN:—“ Rapid Transit” seems 
to be tho ruling passion here, and lf the action 
of the New York Central and Hudson River 
Railroads is any fair indication of tile purpos 
es of m m v who may persist in introducing 
schemes of this character, we can draw an iu 
fereiice that they desire to annoy the Commo­ 
dore. As it stands now the Third avenue pen 
pie must fight Vanderbilt’s Fourth avenue 
scheme, and take it all in all. 
Ifs a pretty 
kettle of fish, from which nothing will come, I 
fear,of a practical character. 
At all events it 
has a scaly look, and l»y the time tho bones 
all get picked, I wouldn’t give much for the 
aforesaid kettle of Iidi. 
Just at present Hie 
Railroad Committee of the House seems to be 
covering all the cgg3 there may be in or about 
the House. 
How long this is to continue tho 
Chairman x>f that committee may know, but 
does not divulge, nor is lie at ail communicative 
as lo tho reasons for Hie protracted delay on 
these measures. 
Possibly it is intended to 
kill od some of Hic many schemes. 
Tile fact 
is that New York city don’t know what she 
wants. 
On tho other hand we have had men 
here for several years with schemes for which 
Hie private capital was ready. 
And yet we 
have seen the Greenwich Elevated,the Gilbert 
Elevated, Beach Pneumatic and the Vander 
hilt Underground, and yet no one of them 
have done much, some nothing. 
The Beacii 
people seem to have an abiding confidence 
that their scheme is the only one practicable 
and in fact all claim that. 
Speer’s Traveling 
sidewalk bill came up yesterday in tho ll omo 
on third reading, being preceded by an edition 
of Frank Leslie's Illustrated, containing 
“ picter’’ of the concern—on paper, and the 
most heroic eflorls were made by Messrs. 
Prince and Lincoln to push it through. 
I 
could not help extending my sympathy for 
Mr. Speer, who was a most anxious spectator 
of the action, and as each vote against his bill 
was announced, it seemed to operate like 
minic ball in the quivering anatomy of a 
Modoc. 
When tile result was announced—61 
ayes to 40 noes—Mr. J Speer appreciated the 
force of the adage that “ white men is mighty 
uncertain." Only four more votes were need­ 
ed to pass tho bi!!, and Speer left the chandu’ 
to indulge in a cloister cuss on his own ac-] 
count, and to hurl private anathem as against 
Hie thirteen who had promised to support the 
bill, but who cheated him. 
Mr. Speer is a dc-l 
fund rapid-transit schemer—unless lie intro 
duces a new bill. 
What will be the fate of the 
dozen or more measures of this kind now in 
committee I cannot say, but it ought to report 
all of them and let the House “ tackle ’’ them 
in a bunch. Your delegation voted for Speer’s 
bill—and did right, in my judgment. 
Tim fight between the Board of Regents and 
the office of Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion lins reached a white heat almost, Hie last 
move on the chess-board boing that of Mi- 
Warner Miller, who has introduced a Hill to 
abolish the Board of Regents. 
One thing is 
certain, unless something is done lo put an 
end to this wrangling our educational interests 
will suffer far more than they have. 
The time 
is approaching when tho Legislature must 
Wart a Superintendent of Public Instructions, 
and I suppose something must be dono on the 
bills introduced, one to abolish .tho office of] 
Superintendent and the other that of Hie 
Regents. 
H i have had something to say about the fac­ 
tory children hill, aud we have had a vast deal 
of talk on the subject in !>oth houses, but 
especially in the House, Messrs. Spencer, West, 
Alvord and Griffin taking leading parts iii the 
discussion. The Senate pushed Its bill through 
first, and to-day the House readied the sub­ 
ject again, whereupon “ Old Salt" moved to I 
substitute the Senate bill for the House hill. 
Silencer opposed it. Among others who m ade 
a speech wa3 Mr. Petty, a good-natured, good­ 
looking young lawyer of Suffolk, who said his 
“ arm s wore extended ai wide to receive the 
widows and orphans” as were those of Mr. 
Spencer. 
Of course the House construed tiffs 
strictly, Out the laugh that followed didn't dis­ 
turb Petty’s equanimity a bit. 
The Senate bill 
prohibits any child under teu from tieing cm-1 
ployed iii any mechanical ’shop or at any 
manufactory work; alto that no child under 
fourteen shall toe employed in such business 
for more than sixty-six hours iii one week. 
The Assembly Hill prohibits more than sixty 
hours' work in one week, and also contains 
fourteen sections, oue being a provision pro- 
hibitiug more than niue months’ service in a 
ear of children between ten and fourteen 
wear*, three mouths' schooling being required. 
Mr. Alvord'! motion to-day to substitute the 
Senate bill prevailed by a vote of 70 to 30. 
Mr. Alvord then moved to amend the bill so 
as to make it sixty hours instead of sixty-six. 
Tho bill then passed. 
The bill takes effect on 
khe 1st of July next. 
We haven't souled that academic item yet, 
paving been engaged in quarreling over Van 
Non'a bill to “aller the plan.und map of New 
Y ork,"etc. 
Among oilier “ linen” waffled 
during tiffs discussion was that belonging to 
Hugh J. Hastings and Senator Lowery. Hast- 
fogs, of the Commercial Advertiser, attacked 
Lowery for his opposition to tile bill, the 
.Senator replying by reading au alleged re­ 
traction or confession made by Hugh iu 1843, 
heil lie is said to have libelled Mr. Stone. 
Hastings retorted by asking for a committee 
of investigation, and is loud in Ids boasts that 
tis will prove that the Senator has made 
money here. 
We shall see. 
The fight ii cer­ 
tainly a hitter one. 
H Quite unexpectedly Mr. Batcbeller reported 
the Supply Bill today, but it was recommitted 
lo his committee, no appropriation for public 
(buildings (laving yet boon inserted, and us j 
this bill must lie reported before Hie lath I 
suppose that requirement is not complied with, 
aud thai it w ill not corno out of the committee 
gain until the new Capitol investigation is 
closed. 
A bill passed today to take mouics 
from the Sinking Fund—already grossly in­ 
vaded—to establish a Hall'of Military Records. 
It is not a bill that taxpayers would have 
passed. 
A bill bas passed .m aking the jail 
limits of a county the entire county. 
A bill 
lias also passed to exempt bank tellers from 
jury duty. 
There was a long hearing on the I 
Baxter aud Dobbin canal bill before the Canal 
Committee on Tuesday, and while these gen­ 
tlemen have—as is conceded --done u great 
deal to increase the capacity of the canals and 
so save our grain trade, the other .fact is also 
potent, that the question of the l»oat which is 
destined to do the towing and make the speed 
is yet to be brought out, a fact that capitalists 
should be quick to notice, as the matter is yet 
in its infancy. 
The truth is the jiowcr of the 
commissioners ought to be extended. 
That three doorkeeper resolution has proba­ 
bly come to grief, and thisw .il leave several 
gentlemen out in the wet. 
That Ellenville 
Glass Works bill having passed the Senate 
has reached Hic House and will come favora­ 
bly from Hie Committee on Trade. 
Mr. Sny­ 
der’s Saugerties fire bill came up ou third 
reading yesterday, aud he moved to strike 
out all benevolent amendments made iu sub­ 
committee and the motion prevailed—easily, 
and then Hie bill passed intact, as introduced.

As it is now, if any of them want 
to build a house they will have to go there aud 
pay one or two dollar? more on a thousand 
than they otherwise would, besides helping 
pay for what is used by the city.

t'Ol.VTV COURT AND COURT OF SES­ 
SIONS. 


J u d g e W illia m L a w to u P resid in g. 
Continued. 
Iu the case of Titus vs. Harmon the jury 
rendered a verdict for plaintiff of $200. 
No. 07, Governeur M. Millspaugh vs. Rock­ 
well Harmon, was then tried. The attorneys 
are F. L. Westbrook for plaintiff and Parker 
& Kenyon for defendant. In this case the 
plaintiff is a physician residing in Orange 
county and brings this action for services 
as such in attending John E. Smith, who 
died at Shawangunk in the Hotel of Titus in 
1872, as stated heretofore in the case of Titus 
vs. Ilannon, which the defendant agreed to 
pay. 
lie claims to have made sixty-eight 
visits at §2 per visit. The jury rendered a 
verdict for plaintifl of $110. 
No. 51, John Ryan vs. Julius Kleisner, was 
then tried. The attorneys in the case are A. 
J. Mellon for plaintiff aud Chfftle3 A. Fowler 
for defendant. This is a case of assault and 
battery, in which the plaintifl claims $1,000 
damages for being put out of Kleisner's place 
of business in the lower* part of the city. 
Kleisner runs a shop for the sale of musical 
instruments, and plaintiff aud wife came 111 
one day to get an accordeon repaired. 
Ryan then wanted to buy a violin, 
aud he and 
Kleisner getting in a 
dispute about tho price, Kleisuer put him out 
doors. 
Kleisner, the defendant, testified: 
Olí, yas, I kuow defendant; Oh, yas, I know 
his wife; veil, I dells de story: Mrs. Ryan 
comes iu rniue store, and she say “ I got ac­ 
cordeon to be fixed, vot will be the cost?” 
Veil, I charge her $3 to feex it. Den Ryan 
comes in and says, “ You puts bad keys in 
and dakes de good vones out.” He would 
dell me dot; den I say, “ I no vants to feex 
your accordeon.” At last I did feex his ac­ 
cordeon, and den he vants to puy a fiolin; he 
says, “ He wants to make his poy a mu­ 
sician.” I told him I would sell it for six 
tollars; he no wants dot, so I says I vill sell de 
odder one for five tollars. He seed me laid it 
on de pianos; dere bees hundreds of fiolins 
lays round dere. 
He says ven he come3 
back, “ 1 vill give you four tollars for de 
feedle.” I says “ Very well;” den lie says 
“ Datis not de feedle.” I says “ Vot, can I 
sell yours for four tollars ?” I tolds him to go 
out mit mine house, I no vants such custo­ 
mers. He said he vant ready, den I pusheil 
him out shust so he go de step down. He 
vants me to come outside; he vants to lito 
mit me. I can no give him a feedle for four 
tollars. I says I vould scheat no man for dree 
tollars. I pusli him down a step down like 
dot. I no hurt him; he says not “ Good-nite,” 
but “ Good-tay,” vat vould he say? Mr. K. 
was somewhat excited, and kept the court 
room in laughter while giving his evidence. 
No. 81, Charles Statcdacher vs. Elizabeth 
(fonder. The attorneys iu the case are A. J. 
Mellon for plaintifl'; G. G. Keeler for defend­ 
ant and Charles A. Fowler of counsel for de­ 
fendant. The plaintifl resides in the lower 
part of the city, and is a lager-beer brewer; 
be brings his action to recover of the defen­ 
dant who soils lager in Ellenville, the sum of 
$265.50, a balance claimed to be due plaintifl, 
for beer sold by him. The defendant sets up 
a general denial, and further pleads that she 
is a married woman and not doing business 
on lieu own accouut. The evidence given wa3 
that the bills were made out in the name of 
Joseph Goiuler.the husband of the defendant; 
that the name of Joseph Gonder was 011 the 
sign of the saloon of defendant, and the license 
proved to have been given in his name. The 
payments were made by the woman. After the 
beer had been sold one of the Arm called on tho 
woman, when she said she was carrying on 
business aud would pay what she owed the 
firm. A motion was made by defendant to 
nonsuit plaintiff 011 the ground it was not 
shown the defendant was carrying ou business 
in her own name, but on the contrary that the 
business was dono by the husband, and the 
good3 sold to him. The court granted the 
motion and non-suited the plaintifl. 
In the case of Ryan vs. Kleisner the jury 
gave a verdict in favor of plaintifl of $5. 
In the cases of Nos. 73, 74,75 and 7G an 
agreement wa3 made to try them before Judge 
Lawton at chambers, the costs of the term to 
be paid by defendant. These actions are 
brought by various workmen formerly employ­ 
ed by John Satterlee on ‘.he R. & O. Railroad, 
who sued Satterlee and recovered judgments, 
but having been uuable to collect them now 
sue Satterlee’s bondsman on appeal, John C. 
Brodheud. So far the defendant has been un­ 
able to procure Satterlee’s presence, but ho is 
expected in a few days. 
The case of The People vs. James E. Bun­ 
dy was then tried. The attorneys are Charles 
A. Fowler and A. T. Clearwater for the pros­ 
ecution; J. M. Van Wagouen for the prisoner. 
Tnis is an action brought for assault and bat­ 
tery ou one John L. Markle. There was a 
prayer meeting in the school house near 
Frank Moutanyo’s,across the creek in the town 
of Marbletown, 011 Sunday night the 26tli of 
October last, and quite a number of the peo­ 
ple of the place assembled to attend the same. 
During the meeting John L. Markle arose and 
told his experience, during which he represen­ 
ted quite strongly that men should pay their 
debts. Bundy, the prisoner, was present, and 
it seems ho was owing Markle at the time, so 
that gentleman’s remarks pricked him quite 
severely. After the meeting tye went up to 
Markle and after some words had passed be­ 
tween the two he struck him in the face, 
knocked him down between the scats, and 
brutally beat and kicked him ou the head. 
No one interfered for some time, but finally a 
neighbor ran to the rescue and pulled Bundy 
from tho fallen man, Markle was badly in­ 
jured about the face aud body, and Bundy af­ 
terwards said if he had been let alone, in three 
minutes more he would have fixed Markle so 
he wouldn’t have been able to walk home. 
The prisoner claims Markle struck flrst, and 
that lie (Bundy) pounded Markle in self de­ 
fence. 


D ra m a tic. 
We learn that Mr. Marius Turck is negotiat­ 
ing with Mr William E. Richardsou of Boston 
for what the Boston pre33 call “ a remarkable 
historical drama, founded ou the stirring 
scenes of the latter life of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
the camp, court and divorce of Jo3ephmo. 
The dramatis personae reproduce Napoleon, 
Josephine, Countess Helene, Henri Villori, 
MarchalMarmount, Fouclie, minister of police, 
and Ruston Marmaluke, servaut to Napoleon.” 
Should Mr. Turck secure the drama it will at 
once be put in rehearsal and produced in the 
course of sixty day3. It i* said to be fall of 
dramatic incident and wonderfully true to 
those historic times.

We under­ 
stand that parties contemplate purchasing her 
to be placed on tho route between Poughkeep­ 
sie, Newburgh and New York.

OUR AUBANV CORRESPONDENCE. 
A lbany, March 12, 1871. 
E ditor Freem an:—“Rapid Transit” seems 
to be the ruling passion here, and if the action 
of the New York Central and Hudson River 
Railroads is any fair indication of the purpos­ 
es of many who may persist in introducing 
schemes of this character, we can draw an in­ 
ference that they desire to annoy the Commo­ 
dore. As it stands now the Third avenue peo­ 
ple must fight Vanderbilt’s Fourth avenue 
scheme, and take it all in all. It’s a pretty 
kettle of fish, from which nothing will come, I 
fear.of a practical character. At all events it 
has a scaly look, and by the time the bones 
all get picked, I wouldn’t give much for the 
aforesaid kettle of fish. Just at present the 
Railroad Committee of the House seeni3 to be 
covering all the egg3 there may he in or about 
the House. How long this is to continue tho 
Chairman «of that committee may know, but 
does not divulge, nor is he at all communicative 
as lo tho reasons for the protracted delay on 
these measures. Possibly it is intended to 
kill oil some of the many schemes. The fact 
is that New York city don’t know what she 
wants. On the other hand we have hud men 
here for several years with schemes for which 
the private capital was ready. And yet we 
have seen the Greenwich Elevated,the Gilbert 
Elevated, Beach Pneumatic and the Vander­ 
bilt Underground, and yet no one of them 
have done much, some nothing. The Beacii 
people seem to have an abiding confidence 
that their scheme is the only one practicable, 
and in fact all claim that. Speer’s Traveling 
sidewalk bill came up yesterday in the II oine 
on third reading, being preceded by an edition 
of Frank Leslie’s Illustrated, containing a 
“ picter ” of the concern—on paper, and the 
most heroic eflorls were made by Messrs. 
Prince and Lincoln to pusli it through. I 
could not help extending my sympathy for 
Mr. Speer, who was a most anxious spectator 
of the action, and as each vote against his bill 
was announced, it seemed to operate liko a 
minie ball in the quivering anatomy of a 
Modoc. When the result was announced—Cl 
ayes to 40 noes—Mr. ' Speer appreciated the 
-force of the adage that “ white men is mighty 
uncertain.” Only four more votes were ne ed- 
ed to pass the bill, and Speer left the chamber 
to indulge in a cloister cuss 011 his own ac­ 
count, and to hurl private anathemas against 
the thirteen who had promised to support the 
bill, but who cheated him. Mr. Speer is a de­ 
funct rapid-transit schemer—unless lie intro­ 
duces a new bill. What will be the fate of tiic 
dozen or more measures of this kind now ¡11 
committee I cannot say, but it ought to report 
all of them and let the House “ tackle ” them 
in a bunch. Your delegation voted for Speer’s 
bill—and did right, in my judgment. 
The fight between tbe Board of Regents and 
the oflice of Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion lias reached a white heat almost, the last 
move on tho chess-board being that of Mr. 
Warner Miller, who lias introduced a bill to 
abolish the Board of Regents. One thing i3 
certain, unless something is done lo pul an 
end to this wrangling our educational interests 
will suffer far more than they have. The time 
¡3 approaching when the Legislature must 
elect a Superintendent of Public Instructions, 
and I suppose something must be done on the 
bills introduced, one to abolish ,the oflice of 
Superintendent and the other that of the 
Regents. 
I have had something to say about the fac­ 
tory children bill, and we have had a vast deal 
of talk on tho subject in both houses, but 
especially in the House, Messrs. Spencer, Wc3t, 
Alvord and Griffin taking leading parts in the 
discussion. The Senate pushed its bill through 
first, and to-day tbe House reached the sub­ 
ject again, whereupon “ Old Salt” moved to 
substitute tbe Senate bill for the House bill. 
Spencer opposed it. Among others who made 
a speecli was Mr. Petty, a good-natured, good- 
looking young lawyer of Suflolk, who said his 
“arms were exteuded as wide to receive the 
widows and orphans” as were those of Mr. 
Speucer. Of coarse the House construed tiiis 
strictly, but the laugh that followed didn’t dis­ 
turb Petty’s equanimity a bit. Tho Senate bill 
prohibits any child under ten from being em­ 
ployed in any mechanical ¡shop or at any 
manufactory work; also that no child under 
fourteen shall bo employed in sucb business 
for more than sixty-six hours in one week. 
The Assembly bill prohibits more tban sixty 
hours’ work 111 one week, and also contains 
fourteen sections, one being a provision pro- 
Taibiting more than nine months’ service in a 
year of children between ten and fourteen 
years, three months’ schooling being required. 
Mr. Alvord's motion to-day to substitute '.lie 
Senate bill prevailed by a vote of 70 to 30. 
Mr. Alvord then moved to amend the bill so 
as to make it sixty hours instead of sixty-six. 
The bill then passed. Tho bill takes efiect 011 
the 1st of July next. 
We haven’t sotiled that academic item yet, 
having been engaged in quarreling over Van 
Noil’s bill to “alter the pianjuid map of New 
York,” etc. Among other “ linen” washed 
during this discussion was that belonging to 
Hugh J. Hastings and Senator Lowery. Hast­ 
ings, of the Commercial Advertiser, attacked 
Lowery for ids opposition lo the bill, the 
Senator replying by reading an alleged re­ 
traction or confession made by Hugh iu 1843, 
when lie is said to have libelled Mr. Stone. 
Ilastiugs retorted by asking for a committee 
of investigation, and is loud iu his boa3ts that 
hs will prove that the Senator lias made 
money here. We shall see. The fight is cer­ 
tainly a bitter one. 
Quite unexpectedly Mr. Batcheller reported 
the Supply Bill to-day, but it was recommitted 
to his committee, no appropriation for public 
buildings having yet been inserted, and a3 
this bill must bo reported before the 15th I 
suppose that requirement is not complied with, 
andthat it will not come out of the committee 
again until the new Capitol investigation is 
closed. A bill passed to-duy to take monies 
from the Sinking Fund—already grossly in­ 
vaded—to establish a Hall'of Military Records. 
It is not a bill that taxpayers would have 
passed. A bill has passed 'making the jail 
limits of a county the entiro county. A bill 
lias also passed to exempt bank tellers from 
jury duty. There was a long hearing on the 
Baxter and Dobbin canal bill before the Canal 
Committee on Tuesday, and while these gen­ 
tlemen have—a3 is conceded---dono a great 
deal to increase the capacity of the canals and 
so save our grain trade, the other .fact is also 
potent, that the question of the boat which is 
destined to do the towing and maketlie speed 
is yet to be brought out, a fact that capitalists 
should be quick to notice, as the matter is yet 
in its infancy. The truth is the power of the 
commissioners ought lo be extended. 
That three doorkeeper resolution has proba­ 
bly come to grief, and this will leave several 
gentlemen out in the wet. That Ellenville 
Glass Works bill Having passed the Senate 
has reached the House and will conic favora­ 
bly from the Committee 011 Trade. Mr. Sny­ 
der’s Saugerties fire bill came up 011 third 
reading yesterday, aud lie moved to strike 
out all benevolent amendments made iu sub­ 
committee and the motion prevailed—easily, 
and then tho bill passed intact, as introduced. 
The House at 12J to-day reported resolu­ 
tions on the death of Mr. Fillmore, and after 
the delivery of able speeches adjourned until 
to-morrow morning. 
Contractor Lasher of Saugerties and Mr. 
Sheffield of the same place; and we also have 
the amiable Mrs. Snyder up this week—which 
makes the cx-Supervisor happy, of course. 
And I also notice here Mr. Isaac Van Steeu- 
bergh of Marbletown. Also Mr. “Lon ” Davis 
and Miss Ha3brouck of Stone Ridge. Judge 
Sclioonmaker and Mr. Fowler argued a case 
at General Term here on Tuesday. I learn 
that Mr. Cooper was also in town, but did not 
meet him. 
Mr. Beebe reported some most admirable 
resolutions to-day on the death or Senator 
Sumner, and followed the same with a few 
brief but eloquent and feeling remarks. The 


resolutions were matte a special order for Wed­ 
nesday evening next. 
I beg pardon of your readers for adverting 
to a subject, which, affecting as it does third 
parties, calls for some sort of explanation on 
the part of somebody—One or more. And 
since my part in the little drama lias been 
made the subject of “ a leader” in one of your 
journals, I owe the public and your represen­ 
tatives a duty, which J shall perform. 
Some time since I, at the earlist uiooieut, 
sent you the list of Notaries Public for Ulster 
county. While in the Governor’s room pursu­ 
ing my professional duties one morning Sena­ 
tor Connelly presented his list of Notaries. 
He stated that the list was perfected, else had 
he not been there, aud that it had been agreed 
upon by your members. After tbe list had 
been Copied, or pasted in the book kept in 
the Governor’s room for tliat purpose, and iu 
the afternoon of the same day, I made a true 
copy of tiic same and forwarded it to you. 
Before sending it, however, I submitted it to 
Messrs. Winfield and Snyder, both oi whom 
expressed slight surprise that certain men had 
been left oil and one or two others put on; 
and Mr. Winfield stated that tho Senator had 
promised that tbe name of Mr. Ilasbrouck of 
Rochester should be-sent iu. The list sent in 
by the Senator in the first instance did not 
contain the name of Mr. Ilasbrouck, except 
as it appeared 011 the list stricken oil by run­ 
ning a pen across tho name three or four 
times—crossed off, iu other words, with red 
ink. The name of Mr. Ilasbrouck now ap­ 
pears on said list above its former place, past­ 
ed on, his address being given a3 “ Kyser- 
ikc ” and not Rochester. This was done after 
I had copied the list, and as I have every rea­ 
son to know after the Senator had heard from 
TI10 Freeman and Mr. Winfield. I do not 
court newspaper controversies, but if individ­ 
uals, be they editors, Senators or Members, 
will persist 111 attacking my facls—if they 
will persevere in their efforts to make my con­ 
tributions appear untruthful, my duty to 
The Freeman and to the public, aud 
a decent regard for my profession com­ 
pels me to stale wliat 1 fear others 
may wish had not been called out 
by their lame and ineflccLual efforts to cast 
imputations upon your correspondent. 
The 
trick in this case will not serve its purpose, 
but it seems lo have been skin-deep enough 
to serve as a basis for an article iu a journal, 
the editor of which is evidently surfeited with 
a partisanship that is disgusting, and a 
crotchet for pot-house abuse which suggests 
that somebody ought to ask him where lie 
hails from. My fault may be tliat I do not 
puff men whether deserving of commenda­ 
tion or not. I consider the “fault” commend­ 
able, and only wish correspondents generally 
had inore of the same kind of faults. I am 
not here to shower lulsome eulogies upon the 
head of Mr. Connelly, nor do I think lie de­ 
sires it; no man of integrity and intelligence 
seeks it, and I venture the suggestion that the 
course of the post-office organ does not meet 
his approval.

E dito r:—Not long since I saw in your 
paper an article on justice. This Í3 some­ 
thing we don’t very often see used when men 
are dealing with men.

to the brink of the hill directly in range of 
Terry’s brick yard. And finding if tho elec­ 
tion went in favor of Cordts (as it has done), 
their plans are to continue it across tho yard 
(Terry’s) as if wishing to blot it out of exist­ 
ence; for they very well know it would be a 
great damage (as hi3 room is limited), unless 
it would make an outlet for him; but it would 
not, as the hill would be more steep tban it is 
now, and certainly woutd not be a3 well for 
the traveling public; besides it would cost 
more to build the road than it would to run it 
across Cordts <fc Hutton’s yard; and they, 
knowing what tjie opposition would be, did 
all in. their power lo keep a majority of the 
votes on Cordts’ side by telling them it would 
cost the city $50,000 if tho road went along 
the beach. Well, surely, I don’t know what 
they mean unless it would be tliat amount of 
damage to them in the way of selling brick. 
They have plenty of room to spare, and I am 
sure the road could bo built for one-tenth of 
the amount. They cannot bo their own ap­ 
praisers, so conld not get only the actual 
damage done to their property. 
As I said, one could not expect anything bet­ 
ter; but what I do wonder at is, that so many of 
the \ 0ter3 would vote against their own inter­ 
est for what liquor they could drink and sun­ 
dry other tilings that would be soon gone, 
promises with the rest. It seems two much like 
Jacob of old that sold his birthright for a dish 
of pottage. As it is now, if any of them want 
to build a house they will have lo go there aud 
pay one or two dollars more 011 a thousand 
than they otherwise would, besides helping 
pay for what is used by the city. I ask, is there 
any justice in such a way of doing? If so, 
pray where is it and of what kind.A Citizen.
